three submarines and two torpedo 
boat destroyers as our outlying 
pickets. 
This situation left the 


main body of our "Blue" fleet with- 
out any source of information." 


The Admiral declined to discuss 


whether such lack of cruisers was 
why the "Black" enemy fleet was 
able to penetrate the "Blue" fleet 
and tcchically put out of commis- 
sioner the $45,000,000 airplane car- 
rier Saratoga and the smaller car- 
rier Langley after 
the mimic 


battle began. 
As a result the 


"Blue" fleet found itself at the 
mercy of the airplanes of the en- 
emy which sent planes from the 
aircraft carrier Lexington in calm 
waters while the Saratoga and 
Langley were riding choppy seas. 


The Admiral also declined to 


discuss the utility of the Langley 
which lacked the speed to keep up 
with the fleet and fell far in the 
rear. 


"The sefond lesson demonstrat- 


ed by the battle," said Admiral 
Nulton, "was the need of more 
airplane carriers. The Navy must 
-have these if it is to utilize the 
speed and endurance of airplanes, 
as well as to 
increase distance 


and area covered bv the enemy. 


"The utility of the airplane in 


scouting is dependent upon the 
wind and sea." 


Asked if the present type of 


carrier was deemed efficient for 
war purpose,, Admiral Nulton ex- 
plained that the present carriers 
were originally planned to "be battle 
cruisers and converted to carriers 
when America declared a disarma- 
ment holiday. The Admiral would 
not venture a prediction on the 
future type carrier.
